Temperatures 
soaring above 
April average 

weather It’s been a very 
warm April so far in HRM 
— and here is a new statis¬ 
tic to show just how nice 
it’s been. 

Through the first 11 
days of April, 

Environment Canada has 
seen the average tempera¬ 
ture at Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport 
come in at 8.1 C above 
normal. 

For the province, the av¬ 
erage is 6.7 C above 
normal. 

The normal temperature 
for Halifax in early April is 
between 7 and 8 C. For 
several days in April, tem¬ 
peratures reached the 
high teens and low 20s 
and several records were 
broken. 

“If we see 8.1 C at the 
end of the month, then I’d 
be a little more surprised,” 
Environment Canada me¬ 
teorologist Bob Robichaud 
cautioned about the aver¬ 
age thus far for the 
month. “That would be 
much more significant.” 

Still, Robichaud called 
this April warm wave 
“quite a bit above normal” 
as temperatures again yes¬ 
terday reached the mid¬ 
teens. 

However, Robichaud 
said over the next couple 
of weeks, temperatures 
should reach more normal 
levels, or slightly above, as 
cooler air systems move

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Council mulls hiking meter rates 


Parking price may rise 50 cents downtown

Halifax regional council 
will debate raising 
parking-meter rates in 
downtown Halifax and 
Dartmouth tonight. 

A staff report to be pre¬ 
sented to council this 
evening recommends in¬ 
creasing the Halifax park¬ 
ing-meter rate to $2 an 
hour, from $1.50, effective 
May 31. It also recom¬ 
mends increasing the Dart¬ 
mouth downtown rate by 
the same amount, to $1.50 
from $1. 

No reason for increasing 
the rates is mentioned in 
the report. If the increase 
is approved, however, it 
would mean an extra 
$542,000 in the city’s cof¬ 
fers for 2010-11, and an es¬ 
timated $650,000 annually. 

Additional funds would

be welcome news for the 
municipality, which is fac¬ 
ing a $32.4-million deficit 
this year. 

But Paul MacKinnon, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the 
Downtown Halifax Busi¬ 
ness Commission, said yes¬ 
terday increasing fees is 
taking the easy way during 
tough financial times. 

“We have some big is¬ 
sues with (the increase),” 
MacKinnon said. “I under¬ 
stand that HRM is in a posi¬ 
tion where they’ve got 
some fiscal challenges ... 
but I think (the increase) 
falls under one of those ob¬ 
vious and easy categories.” 

MacKinnon said the in¬ 


crease effectively punishes 
customers for choosing to 
shop downtown, rather 
than places like Dart¬ 
mouth Crossing or Bayers 
Lake. 

“This is a fee that’s paid 
by our customers, so we’re 
asking them to shell out a 
bit more for the privilege 
of doing business down¬ 
town, with no correspon¬ 
ding value associated with 
that,” he said. 

According to the report, 
the increase would still put 
Halifax below the national 
average of $2.50. That 
number, however, is 
brought up by the likes of 
Calgary and Vancouver, 
which charge $5 an hour. 

MacKinnon was quick to 
point out downtown Hali¬ 
fax businesses are not com¬ 
peting with Calgary, but 
with big-box stores on the 
outskirts of the municipal¬ 
ity-

Province commits millions to child care

funding The province is in¬ 
vesting $5 million to create 
400 new child-care subsi¬ 
dies. 

Community Services 
Minister Denise Peterson- 
Rafuse announced the new 
funding for families at 
Mawio’mi Child Care Cen¬ 
tre in Dartmouth yester¬ 
day. 

“The shortest and the 
best route to making Nova 
Scotia a better place for us 
is to invest in the early 
years,” she said in making 
the announcement. “Our 
children are the ones who 
are going to build a suc¬ 
cessful province.” 

The 400 new subsidies 
bring the provincial total 
to 1,100. The subsidies will 
be assessed on a case-by- 
case basis, with Peterson- 
Rafuse encouraging those 
who apply to contact their 
child-care provider or the 
Community Services office 
first. 

Peterson-Rafuse also an¬ 
nounced the government 
will eliminate the Assessed 
Daily Parent Fee, which 
she said would save fami¬ 
lies on subsidies up to $1 
per day. According to Com¬ 
munity Services, the elimi¬ 


nation of the fee equals an 
investment worth approxi¬ 
mately $800,000. 

Child-care workers will 
also receive more funding 
from the province. The 
government is set to com¬ 
bine two existing grants 
for child-care professionals 
into one — the Early Child¬ 
hood Enhancement Grant. 
The grant goes toward 
salaries, benefits and gen¬ 
eral operating expenses. 


Peterson-Rafuse said the 
government will also pro¬ 
vide an additional $2 mil¬ 
lion for the grant, bringing 
it up to $15 million annual¬ 
ly for full- and part-day 
child-care facilities. 

“It’s hard financial 
times, but this is the time 
to do framework and work 
in partnerships to plan for 
the future,” she said. 

CUPE Nova Scotia presi¬ 
dent Danny Cavanagh said 


in a release yesterday the 
funding was welcome 
news, but he raised ques¬ 
tions about an industry he 
called “starved for fund¬ 
ing.” 

“This continues the prac¬ 
tice of giving public money 
to private operators,” he 
said. “They have an¬ 
nounced 400 new spaces, 
but those spaces ... can be 
used in for-profit as well as 
not-for-profit centres.”

Two of Halifax’s most sen¬ 
ior firefighters are asking 
Nova Scotia’s Supreme 
Court to reveal the names 
of people who posted 
anonymous comments on 
a weekly newspaper’s 
website that they say de¬ 
famed them. 

Fire Chief Bill Mosher and 
Deputy Chief Stephen 
Thurber will be in court to¬ 
morrow in a bid to know 
the identities of people who 
posted personal criticisms 
of them on the website of 
the Coast following stories 
on racism in the depart¬ 
ment. 

They have filed an appli¬ 
cation for an order that, if 
approved, would require 
the Coast to identify seven 
people who posted com¬ 
ments from April 2009 to 


March 20 of this year. 

Michelle Awad, the 
lawyer for the firefighters, 
says it’s the latest legal ex¬ 
ample of how the Internet 
— once a haven for 
anonymity — provides no 
cover in libel actions, and in 
fact may even increase costs 
for defendants. 

Awad says if a lawsuit 
were to proceed, it’s con¬ 
ceivable that the newspa¬ 
per and those who made 
the comments would have 
to pay for the added costs of 
the legal steps necessary to 
identify the online posters. 

“It’s in the mix of the 
things the courts would 
learn about in cost submis¬ 
sions,” she said. 

“If people were identified 
right on the website then 
this step in the process that

The writers posted under 
aliases such as scan- 
dalous2010, The truth, and 
LessTalkMoreAction. 

The firefighters are also 
requesting that Google Inc. 
identify someone with a 


Gmail account who sent an 
email to them that they say 
was defamatory. 

Kyle Shaw, the editor of 
The Coast, said the newspa¬ 
per has the names and 
emails of the letter writers 
and intends to provide 
them if the judge orders 
their release. 

He explained that people 
who post comments are re¬ 
quired to register and pro¬ 
vide their names and email 
addresses. 

He said the newspaper 
doesn’t review the posts be¬ 
fore they’re put on the site. 

“We rely on other readers 
and commentators to flag 
other comments that seem 
over the line in terms of our 
comments policy,” he said. 

Shaw said the offending 
comments in the firefight¬ 


ing story were removed as 
soon as the lawyer for the 
firefighters contacted the 
newspaper. 

Awad said her clients 
hope that the case will re¬ 
mind people who post com¬ 
ments online that they are 
just as liable for their ac¬ 
tions as they are when writ¬ 
ing signed letters to news¬ 
papers. 

“I suspect if people are 
going to have to stand be¬ 
hind what they say, there’s 
a hope that they’ll be more 
careful,” she said. 

Dean Jobb, an associate 
professor of journalism at 
the University of King’s Col¬ 
lege in Halifax, said there’s 
a growing movement in the 
media to reconsider 
anonymity on the Internet.

Coyote bounties 
don’t work: Site 

wildlife A recent spate of 
troubling close encounters 
with coyotes has prompted 
Nova Scotia’s natural 
resources minister to 
consider offering a bounty 
for the animals. There’s just 
one problem. According to 
the minister’s website, 
bounties don’t work. “Boun¬ 
ties have been tried across 
North America without suc¬ 
cess,” the website says. “It is 
almost impossible to 
remove all animals or even 
to keep a population in 
check.” A bounty first 
offered in Nova Scotia in 
1982 was removed in 1986 
when it became apparent it 
had no impact on coyote 
populations. But three inci¬ 
dents last week have put 
enormous political pressure 
on John MacDonell. In Dig- 
by County, two joggers 
were approached by a coy¬ 
ote that lunged at them. 
And a resident of Guysbor- 
ough County called conser¬ 
vation officers after a coyote 
chased his dog. Nova 
Scotians remain sensitive to 
any kind of coyote 
encounter following the 
mauling death five months 
ago of a Toronto woman on 
a Cape Breton trail.

Deepest volcanic vent found 

British discovery could offer clues to origin of life on Earth 


Scientists using a remote- 
controlled submarine have 
discovered the deepest 
known volcanic vent and 
say the superheated 
waters inside could 
contain undiscovered ma¬ 
rine species and perhaps 
even clues to the origin of 
life on Earth. 

Experts aboard the RRS 
James Cook said they 
found the underwater vol¬ 
canic vent more than five 
kilometres beneath the 
surface of the Caribbean in 
an area known as the Cay¬ 
man Trough, a deep-sea 
canyon that served as the 
setting for James 
Cameron’s underwater 
thriller The Abyss. 

Geologist Bramley Mur- 
ton, the submersible’s pi¬ 
lot, said exploring the area

Tory scandal-free reputation at risk 



O ne of the posi¬ 
tive claims the 
Harper govern¬ 
ment has been 
able to make is 
that it has avoided scandal 
of the on-the-talce variety. 
This government may be 


ethically corrupt — there 
are dozens of examples of 
underhanded dictatorial 
conduct — but there have 
been no instances of any¬ 
one lining their pockets. 

Corruption of the latter 
kind stung both the Mul- 
roney and Chretien govern¬ 
ments and hurt the reputa¬ 
tions of each prime minis¬ 
ter. Jean Chretien was nev¬ 
er tied directly to the spon¬ 
sorship scandal wherein 
lower level Liberals were on 
the take. In the Mulroney 
government, there were 
ministerial resignations 


over shady dealings and 
Mulroney himself is still 
trying to clear his name for 
having accepted cash pay¬ 
ments from German deal- 
maker Karlheinz Schreiber. 

The troubles currently 
surrounding bad girl Hele¬ 
na Guergis do not appear to 
be in a league with some of 
Ottawa’s bigger scandals, 
but the risk is that she tor¬ 
pedoes the government’s 
record of rectitude. 

It’s rare when a prime 
minister will call in the 
Mounties to investigate one 
of his ministers. Much of 


the limited information 
available points to a possi¬ 
ble influence peddling 
scandal featuring Guergis, 
her husband, Rahim Jaffer, 
and assorted unsavoury 
types with whom Jaffer, the 
former MP, kept company. 
The more that is learned 
about the hot-headed Guer¬ 
gis, the latest being that she 
could hardly keep staff for 
more than a week at a time, 
the more one wonders why 
the tightly run government 
didn’t rein her in. 

Critics called on Harper 
to fire Guergis weeks ago. 


It’s something he probably 
wishes he had done before 
she started adding to her 
blunder streak, which be¬ 
gan with her childish tem¬ 
per tantrum at the Charlot¬ 
tetown airport. 

The PM has often been 
slow to unload trouble¬ 
some ministers. He allows 
them to dangle while the 
media and the opposition 
feast. 

The Oliphant Commis¬ 
sion, which is looking into 
the Mulroney matter, is due 
to report within the next 
month or two.

will be reminded of that 
low-level operation at the 
same time as the Guergis 
one is being investigated.

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Be proactive with your child’s safety 



If town criers still existed I’d 
be ringing the bell and 
shouting warnings to par¬ 
ents to predator-proof their 
children in light of Graham 
James being granted a par¬ 
don by the National Parole 
Board. 

Our show On The line 
has featured many experts 
from police sex crime units. 
Recently, we opened our 
phone lines for public feed¬ 


back about the James case. 
As we listened to callers ex¬ 
press their disgust with the 
parole board, what struck 
me the most was the level 
of fear some parents ex¬ 
pressed for their child’s 
safety. I realized just how 
deep this issue was affecting 
some parents so we shifted 
the discussion to one about 
common sense ways to pro¬ 
tect our children. 

I’ll reiterate some key 
points that all parents 
should know when it comes 
to predator-proofing chil¬ 
dren. Starting with their 
M.O., predators typically 
seek out positions that put 
them near children. They 
will even befriend someone 
with children to be near the 


kids. Predators know chil¬ 
dren well: Their fears and 
the vulnerable points of en¬ 
try into to a child’s heart. 
They are also proficient liars 
and will tell your child any¬ 
thing to convince them to 
comply to their sinister 
wishes. Luring children on 
the Internet is another huge 
problem, so make sure com¬ 
puters are placed in high- 
traffic areas in the home. 

With those horrors in 
mind, we need to intermit¬ 
tently teach our children 
about good and bad touch¬ 
es, communicate regularly 
with them about their day, 
watch for unusual signs — 
like reluctance to talk to 
you and/or withdrawal. It is 
also vital to keep in regular 


contact with adults who are 
spending lots of time with 
our children and have op¬ 
portunity to be with them 
alone. 

In the James case, as soon 
as he came out of jail, he 
went to Spain to coach 
more hockey. According to 
former victim Sheldon 
Kennedy, James has never 
apologized nor shown re¬ 
morse. 

So while we continue to 
hold authorities account¬ 
able for public safety, taking 
proactive measures with 
our children is our best op¬ 
tion.

Bankruptcies down 


The Bank of Canada’s 
spring survey of business¬ 
es is providing further evi¬ 
dence that the economic 
recovery is taking hold, 
even as key decision-mak¬ 
ers expect improvements 
will be gradual rather 
than robust.

“Firms expect a modest 
increase in sales volumes 
following declines over the 
past year,” the central 
bank said yesterday.

Toyota problems 
may date to 2004 


lawsuit Toyota was seeing 
numerous customer com¬ 
plaints about software 
problems in some of its 
models as early as 2004, ac¬ 
cording to documents filed 
as part of a Canadian law¬ 
suit against the company. 

The documents from 
Toyota acknowledge prob¬ 
lems with the automatic 
transmissions in Camry, Si¬ 
enna, Highlander and 
Lexus ES vehicles. 

“Lexus dealer owners are 
using the term ‘franchise 
threatening’ regarding this 
issue,” says one internal 
document, dated Aug. 6, 
2004, and labelled as confi¬ 
dential. 

It adds that the Lexus 
dealers were doing a good 
job “shielding” Toyota from 
the complaints, but warns 
that a fix is needed soon. 

The documents were 


filed in the Ontario Superi¬ 
or Court as part of a law¬ 
suit against Toyota Canada 
by a Toronto woman. 

Karen Stelcel claims Toy¬ 
ota is responsible for an ac¬ 
cident in which she alleged¬ 
ly lost control of her Lexus 
ES330 and drove it into a 
tree, causing her “serious 
and permanent injuries.”

When Gabriel Desjardins 
came to Halifax 
Mooseheads’ training 
camp last fall, he put pres¬ 
sure on his shoulders to 
score — and score often. 

He didn’t. 

Considering he didn’t 
blow out the candles for 
his 17th birthday until the 
season was 22 games old, 
it’s not terribly surprising. 

“I think I put a little too 
much pressure on myself,” 
he admits, thinking back 
to when he announced he 
would donate $21 to chari¬ 
ty for every point he 
recorded.

hockey Lower Sackville’s 
James Sheppard is under 
the microscope as the Min¬ 
nesota Wild enter their 
off-season. 

The 21-year-old former 
ninth overall pick of the 
Wild just completed his 
third NHL season and has 
struggled to find a regular 
spot in the lineup, produc¬ 
ing just 11 goals and 38 as¬ 
sists in 224 career games. 

His three-year entry-lev¬ 
el contract is expiring, 
meaning the Wild need to 
qualify him with a one- 
year, two-way, $841,500 
deal, or let him become an 
unrestricted free agent. 

“At this point, I don’t see 
why we wouldn’t qualify 
him,” Wild general man¬ 


ager Chuck Fletcher told 
the Minnesota Star Trib¬ 
une. “He’s still a young 
player. It’s too early to get 
into what we’re going to 
do and what we’re not go¬ 
ing to do. There’s a lot of 
time.” 

The prevailing view in 
Minnesota is that Shep¬ 
pard would benefit some 
seasoning in the minors. 
But because he played 160 
or more games in his first 
two NHL seasons — he ac¬ 
tually played 160, exactly 
— the Wild had to put him 
on waivers to send him 
down and weren’t willing 
to risk losing him to do so. 

Sheppard is the second 
highest drafted Nova Sco¬ 
tia born and developed 
player of all-time after 
Cole Harbour’s Sidney 
Crosby, who went No. 1 
overall in 2005.

A Halifax filmmaker has 
won a trip to the 2010 
Cannes Film Festival after 
impressing France's 
consulate general to the 
Atlantic Provinces with his 
first three short films. 

Daniel Boos, 21, was bom 
in Toronto and raised in Hal¬ 
ifax. The third-year Universi¬ 
ty of King’s College student 
“single-handedly won over 
the jury members,” the con¬ 
sulate general said in a press 
release announcing the win¬ 
ner of the Cannes Film Festi¬ 
val Youth Competition. “His 
winning compilation film 
reel showed extraordinary 
professionalism, technical 
skill and an artistic flair of 
considerable talent.” 

Boos started making a 
name for himself at 16, 
when he won two Viewfind¬ 
ers prizes for his environ¬ 
mental documentary 
Ecoblivion. He followed 
that with Break It Down, ad¬ 
dressing the environment 


with a satirical lens, and 
Blue Ruin, a high school 
drama about a girl trauma¬ 
tized by an abusive ex-lover. 

“Filmmaking has been a 
central passion of mine ever 
since I was a small child. Ini¬ 
tially, it was just a pastime. I 
would get my friends to¬ 


gether and shoot a movie,” 
Boos said in an email inter¬ 
view. 

It soon became much 
more serious as he began to 
contemplate what he want¬ 
ed to say in cinema. “Film- 
making took on a new 
meaning for me as it became 


more and more a vehicle, an 
outlet, for my own thoughts 
and opinions,” he says. 

It will be Boos’s first trip to 
Cannes. He’ll stay with 
about 20 other winners from 
around the globe. The group 
will get to attend screenings, 
mix with professional film¬ 
makers and attend work¬ 
shops. They’re tasked with 
producing a film diary about 
the experience. 

“I am simply blown away 
by the fact that I have been 
granted this unfathomable 
opportunity in the first 
place — it already far ex¬ 
ceeds any expectations I 
originally had,” Boos says. 

When he returns from 
France, he plans to finish 
his undergraduate degree 
and focus on becoming a 
full-time filmmaker. 

“It is the one passion in 
my life which never loses its 
appeal. I just can’t see my¬ 
self being happy pursuing 
anything else,” he says. “Af¬ 
ter Cannes, who knows? 
Anything’s possible. But 
one thing’s for sure — my 
place is in filmmaking.”

Romeo and Juliet got their 
groove on in Verona and the 
city's surrounding grape 
growing regions of Soave, 
Bardolino and, of course, 
Valpolicella are some of the 
most famous and familiar in 
Europe. 

Of the zillion things to love 
about Italy, the relaxed pace 
is close to the top of my list 
and there isn't a wine that 
goes better with doing noth¬ 
ing than Amarone. Made in 
Valpolicella from dried 
grapes, it's called the conver¬ 
sation wine because it's a 
rich, full-bodied sipper (which 
can be dry or sweet) that 
goes better with some cheese 
and a chat than it does with a 
major meal.

On the one 
hand, wine has never been 
more popular — even in this 
economy consumption is up, 
albeit of cheaper wines. At the 
same time, the drop in person¬ 


al spending has made it crucial 
for restaurants to distinguish 
themselves from competitors 
and build customer loyalty.

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The Glee formula: Sing, sing, sing 

TV musical comedy enjoys unprecedented success belting out classic tunes 


Glee, the award-winning 
musical comedy about a 
misfit high school show 
choir, might be doing 
more for music than its fel¬ 
low Fox juggernaut, Amer¬ 
ican Idol. 

In its first 13 episodes, 
Glee treated viewers 
to covers of songs 
by Neil Dia¬ 
mond, Rihanna, 

Kanye West, 

Barbra 

Streisand, Bey- 
once, Queen, Liza 
Minnelli and more. 

The music from Glee is a 
huge success in its own 
right, with more than 4 
million digital downloads 
sold and two soundtracks 
already certified gold. 

A nationwide tour, Glee 
Live, featuring key mem¬ 
bers from the show’s cast, 
kicks off in May and has 
sold out, and the show is 
boosting sales for the origi¬ 
nal artists behind the 
songs. Its stars are even 
featured on the current is¬ 
sue of Rolling Stone. 

When the hourlong hit 
returns tonight for a nine- 


episode run, expect twice 
the tunes per show and 
even more mash-ups and 
musical diversity. 

“Every possible musical 
style and taste is going to 
be in there,” says Glee co¬ 
creator Brad Falchulc. “It 
doesn’t matter what you 
like — you’re going to 
find what you like 
and stuff you never 
heard of that you’ll 
love.” 

But the commer¬ 
cial success of the 

Glee songs wasn’t a rea¬ 
son for the boost, he says. 
Instead, the decision was 
made because the music 
greatly enriches the show 
by giving viewers an emo¬ 
tional understanding of 
what the characters are go¬ 
ing through. 

Falchulc says he and fel¬ 
low show creators Ryan 
Murphy and Ian Brennan 
intentionally upped the 
number of songs to a mini¬ 
mum of five per episode 
for the balance of the first 
season (three to five had 
been the norm). 

This season, the charac¬

ters will express their joy 
and frustrations through 
the songs of acts like 
AC/DC, the Beatles, Lionel 
Richie, Olivia Newton-John 
and Madonna. 

In fact, Madonna gets 
her own entire episode — 
a tribute to the Material 
Girl packed with 10 songs, 


seven of which appear on a 
separate soundtrack, Glee: 
The Power of Madonna, set 
for release April 20. 

Practically every mem¬ 
ber of the show’s cast can 
and does sing, recording 
their songs regularly at the 
storied Jim Henson Studios 
in Los Angeles. 


The dozen actors com¬ 
prising McKinley High 
School’s New Directions 
glee club sing several 
songs each episode, while 
other stars — including 
caustic cheerleading coach 
Sue Sylvester (Jane Lynch), 
cranky football coach Ken 
Tanaka (Patrick Gallagher) 


and neat-freak guidance 
counsellor Emma Pillsbury 
(Jayma Mays) — chime in 
from time to time. 

Producer Adam Anders 
arranges, records and mix¬ 
es all the featured tracks 
— sometimes as many as 
10 a week. “I have eight 
studios going at all times 
on Glee,” says the 34-year- 
old, who counts Disney’s 
High School Musical 
among his credits. 

He works around the 
clock to craft the songs, 
usually a couple weeks be¬ 
fore each episode is shot. 
When the episode airs, he 
knows immediately which 
songs are hits by simply 
clicking on iTunes. “As a 
songwriter or producer, 
you never get that kind of 
instant reaction,” Anders 
says. “It’s really cool.” 

Some bands covered on 
Glee have seen a resur¬ 
gence in popularity. The 
cast’s version of Journey’s 
Don’t Stop Believin hit No. 
1 on iTunes when the show 
premiered, helping return 
the original to the charts.

You might not know the name 
Chloe Moretz right now, but all of 
that will change very soon.
